Island Control

Indianapolis, Ju ne 30 (JP)—Pau l 
V. McNu tt, United States high 
commissioner to the Philippines, 
u rged here today that this cou n­ 
try k eep control ov er the islands 
as the “only su re ou tpost for 
Americanism in the Orient.” 
McNu tt, speak ing at a home­ 
coming celebration in his honor, 
said that since congress v oted 
fiv e y ears ago to giv e the Philip­ 
pines their independence by 1946, 
the Philippine 
problem 
had 
broadened. 
“Treaties 
concerning 
the 
Orient hav e been v iolated,” he 
said. “Ov er the major area of 
the Orient famine and pestilence 
and bloodshed are raging. Ou r 
open door policy has been more 
than seriou sly challenged. Ou r 
policy of freedom of the seas and 
freedom of the air is in the bal­ 
ance.” 
McNu tt pictu red the islands as 
hav ing “come to the crossing of 
the roads.” Many Filipino lead­ 
ers, he told his au dience, now 
realize that independence might 
tu rn into a “mere trade of sov ­ 
ereignities.” 
“So long as ou r flag pies ov er 
the islands no foreign power will 
trespass, irrespectiv e of the mil­ 
itary forces stationed here,” he 
predicted. “So long as ou r flag 
flies there, the Philippines will 
be the cornerstone of peacefu l 
reconstru ction in the far east... 
If ou r flag comes down, trou ble 
will follow for at least a genera­ 
tion.” 
He said withdrawal of Ameri­ 
can control wou ld hu rt both the 
Philippines 
and

Hay ward, Wis., Ju ne 30 (JP)— 
Hu ndreds of persons filed past 
the body of Ray Olson as it lay 
on a slab in a Hay ward mortu ­ 
ary last night, coming ev en from 
ou t of the state to v iew the 
shrewd woodsman who k illed two 
depu ty sheriffs and in tu rn was 
shot down by a posse’s rifles y es­ 
terday . 
The town relax ed, in a holiday 
mood, the grim tension of the 
two-week manhu nt ov er. Wiv es 
clu ng to the arms of hu sbands 
for whose safety they had fear­ 
ed as bu llets droned throu gh the 
north woods. 
The tav ern of the late Carl 
Johnson was jammed, 
jonnson and Fred Scott, also a 
Hay ward 
tav ernk eeper, 
were 
slain by Olson Ju ne 17 as they 
and other dep’ ‘ 
sheriffs went 
to arrest the foi ter conv ict on 
a charge of pos. Sssing stolen 
property — and thu s tou ched off 
one of the grimmest manhu nts 
the north woods hav e k nown. 
The body of the 30-y ear-old 
Olson, also k nown as Au gu st Bu - 
elo, was brou ght to Hay ward 
from Washbu rn, seat of neigh­ 
boring Bay field cou nty , where a 
perfu nctory inq u est was held 
late y esterday . 
Persons who k new Olson said 
he 
was 
thinner. 
Au thorities 
added he had su ffered only 
slightly from ex posu re. His face 
was free of scratches and insect 
bites. A few wood tick s had 
raised welts on his back . 
It dev eloped that Olson had 
shav ed at a cabin, and that his 
mu stache was bigger. Mu ch in 
the manner of John Dillinger, 
who also sou ght a hideou t in 
northern Wisconsin, Olson plan­ 
ned to change his appearance 
as mu ch as possible, au thorities 
said. 
Mrs. Olson, being held as a 
material witness, learned y ester­ 
day for the first time that her 
hu sband had been hu nted for 
mu rder and not theft, as she 
thou ght. She learned also that 
her hu sband had been k illed, 
and she wept. 
“He was alway s good to me 
ex cept when he was drink ing,” 
she sobbed.

Washington, Ju ne 30 (/P)—By 
rejecting President Roosev elt’s 
nomination of William S. Boy le 
to be United States attorney for 
Nev ada, the senate has re­ 
affirmed its belief in “senatorial 
cou rtesy .” 
Senator McCarran (D-Nev ) ob­ 
jected to the appointment. There 
was no record v ote y esterday , bu t 
only three “ay es” were cou nted 
in a standing tally . 
The contention that appoint­ 
ments to high federal office 
shou ld be satisfactory to sena­ 
tors from the state affected had 
been u pheld prev iou sly this ses­ 
sion. 
Objections 
of 
Senators 
Glass and By rd, Virginia Demo­ 
crats, cau sed the rejection of 
Floy d H. Roberts’ nomination to 
a federal ju dgeship in Virginia. 
The Boy le appointment was 
u pheld by Senator Pittman (D- 
Nev ), bu t his argu ments and 
those of Senator Norris (Ind- 
Neb) that the President need 
not consu lt senators before mak ­ 
ing a nomination were u nav ail­ 
ing in the face of McCarran’s 
contention that the selection 
was “personally obnox iou s and 
offensiv e” to him. 
McCarran contended the Presi­ 
dent wanted to “discredit” him 
becau se of his opposition to the 
Su preme Cou rt reorganization 
bill two y ears ago. 
Senator Wheeler (D-Mont) as­ 
serted he felt “q u ite k eenly ” that 
Boy le shou ld not be confirmed 
“becau se of similar situ ations 
which hav e arisen in my state.” 
“After the cou rt fight was on,” 
said Wheeler, “men came into 
my state and stated the Presi­ 
dent had told them to do certain 
things, namely , they said he told 
them to come ou t and k ick hell 
ou t of me. That was nev er de­ 
nied.” 
In the same session, the sen­ 
ate confirmed the nomination of 
Archibald MacLeish, poet and 
editor, to be librarian of con­ 
gress. The American Library As­ 
sociation had objected that he 
had no professional training.

Inoperativ e for the past few 
week s, the post of Ru shv ille 
township ju stice of the peace is 
once more transacting bu siness. 
Ben A. Cox , recently appointed 
as the new J. P., activ ely began 
his du ties Friday morning in the 
cou rt hou se office formerly oc­ 
cu pied by his predecessor, Walt­ 
er Peters. 
Ju stice Cox was appointed by 
the cou nty commissioners to fill 
the v acancy sev eral day s ago bu t 
he officially did not tak e ov er 
the post u ntil his commission 
was receiv ed by the gov ernor 
and his bond approv ed. This lat­ 
ter transaction took place at a 
special meeting of the cou nty 
commissioners Thu rsday after­ 
noon when the new ju stice’s 
bond of $2,000 was approv ed. 
The new ju stice of peace, who 
was formerly city street commis­ 
sioner, has been acq u ainting 
himself with the du ties of his 
office. He annou nced that the 
same telephone nu mber, which 
is 319 5, wou ld be retained. 
Ransom Aldridge remains' as 
constable, he hav ing been ap­ 
pointed to this post following the 
death of Lou is Frits, who died a 
few months after he was elected 
to this office. 
At their meeting Thu rsday 
afternoon the cou nty commis­ 
sioners also receiv ed official no­ 
tice that Mrs. Margery Anderson 
has been reappointed as cou nty 
attendance officer. 
Mrs. Anderson, whose new 
term begins Au gu st 1, was u nan­ 
imou sly renamed to this position 
by the cou nty board of edu cation 
which also fix ed her salary as $4 
a day for 200 day s.

New Program Of 
Ex pansion Gets 
Started Ju ly 1 


Recruiting a nd Repla cements 
Amo ng Pro v isio ns Or­ 
dered a t Sta rt o f 
New Yea r. 


Washington, Ju ne 30 (JP) — The 
army lau nches tomorrow its 
greatest ex pansion “ since the 
World war, with its retiring 
chief of staff recommending 
ev en greater increases than those 
already au thorized. 
A recru iting driv e to enlist 
112,500 soldiers as additions and 
replacements will start with the 
beginning of the gov ernment’s 
new fiscal y ear, bu t General 
Malin Craig proposed in his final 
report an “economical, properly 
balanced” defense plan inv olv ­ 
ing a fu rther increase of 25,000 
men. 
To attain a “position of readi­ 
ness,” Craig said the United 
States req u ired: 
1. An Alask a-Hawaii-Panama- 
Pu erto Rico ou tpost line fortified 
and manned for instant action. 
2. A regu lar army and nation­ 
al gu ard of abou t 200,000 each, 
ex panded by fiv e fu ll div isions 
of seasoned regu lars to be k ept 
ready to reinforce q u ick ly the 
ou tpost line. Fou r partial div i­ 
sions are av ailable now, and 
Craig said to prov ide the fiv e 
wou ld req u ire abou t 1,800 more 
officers and 23,000 men. 
3. Fu ll arms and eq u ipment 
to ex pand the army in an emer­ 
gency to a million men. 
Congress already has directed 
partial fu lfillment of the recom­ 
mendations by approv ing the 
administration’s $552,000,000 de­ 
fense program. 
General Craig stressed his rec­ 
ommendations represented “ov er­ 
du e” req u irements rather than 
an effect of new international 
crises. 
This was the final day of 45 
y ears’ activ e army serv ice for 
the 
plain-spok en 
Missou rian, 
who annou nced he wou ld retire 
to California and “practice k eep­ 
ing my mou th shu t.” 
Craig reaches the retirement 
age of 6 4 on Au gu st 5, bu t he 
v olu ntarily stepped aside to giv e 
his su ccessor, Brigadier General 
George C. Marshall, a free hand 
at the start of the fiscal y ear. 
More than fiv e y ears y ou nger, 
General Marshall, tall, slender 
Pennsy lv anian, obtained his pri­ 
mary military training at the 
Virginia Military Institu te.

Washington, Ju ne 30 (JP) — The 
fiscal y ear which ends at mid­ 
night amid a flu rry of ov ertime 
work by treasu ry book k eepers 
has produ ced federal ex pendi­ 
tu res of approx imately $9 ,250,- 
000,000, or $3,850,000,000 more 
than the gov ernment’s income. 
The deficit, howev er, is nearly 
a half billion dollars less than 
ex pected, becau se of smaller ex ­ 
penditu res and higher receipts 
than estimated six months ago. 
Althou gh 
the 
ex penditu res 
were the highest since the World 
war day s, the deficit figu re, 
which was the ninth consecu tiv e 
annu al shortage, was only the 
third highest. Ex act figu res for 
the y ear will not be av ailable for 
a few day s, bu t today ’s approx i­ 
mations were made by officials 
familiar with y ear-end items aft­ 
er stu dy of figu res throu gh Ju ne 
27. 
Tomorrow is the new y ear’s 
day of another fiscal y ear in 
which both the spending and 
deficit figu res are schedu led to 
go higher, irrespectiv e of con­ 
gressional action on the $3,86 0,- 
000,000 lending program pro­ 
posed by the President. The lat­ 
ter wou ld be ex clu ded from bu d­ 
get figu res. 
The end of the fiscal y ear 
mark ed the passing of the ex ­ 
penditu re classification of “re­ 
cov ery and relief” to which Mr. 
Roosev elt often pointed in dis­ 
cu ssing recu rrent deficits. 
The 
classification 
on 
the 
treasu ry book s died, howev er, 
not becau se officials desired its 
death, bu t becau se the shu ffling 
of federal agencies which occu rs 
tomorrow mak es the item too 
difficu lt to compu te. The spend­ 
ing items mak ing u p the grou p 
will remain, bu t the su btotal will 
be dropped. 
The item of “recov ery and re­ 
lief” inclu ded relief, pu blic work s, 
farm aid, aid to home owners 
and some other ex penditu res. 
In the last y ear, it totaled $3,- 
100.000.000 and its deficit was 
$3,580,000,000. 
In his annu al bu dget message 
to congress last Janu ary , Mr. 
Roosev elt predicted the fiscal 
y ear’s spending total wou ld be 
$9 ,59 2,329 ,000, bu t it tu rned ou t 
$342,329 ,000 less. He ex pected re­ 
ceipts to approx imate $5,520,- 
070.000, and they added u p abou t 
$150,000,000 more. 
Thu s the deficit was $49 2,000,- 
000 less than ex pected. 
All major classifications of re­ 
ceipts ex cept cu stoms ex ceeded 
the estimates. Income tax es to­ 
taling $2,186 ,000,000 were $100,- 
000,000 ov er the estimates, mis­ 
cellaneou s ex cise and other in-
